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DETAILED ACTION 
Formal Matters 

Claims 16-17, 19-21, 30-42 are pending and under consideration. 

Response to Amendment 

The rejection of claims 16-17, 19-21, 30-42 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph as 
lacking enablement, has been obviated by Applicant's amendment and si thus withdrawn. 

The rejection of claims 16-17, 19-21, 30-42 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the 
inventor(s)j at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention, has 
been obviated by Applicant's amendment and is thus withdrawn. 

New issues are set forth below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 second paragraph 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 16-17, 19-21, 30^42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 16 recites the limitation "candidate agent" and "agent" in subsection (b). There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim, because the claim recites "candidate 
bioactive agent" in subsection (a). Claim 17 also recites "candidate agent" instead of "candidate 
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bioactive agent", for which there is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in claim 16 
from which claim 17 depends. Claims 19-21, 30-42 are rejected insofar as they depend on the 
recitation in claims 16 and 17 of "candidate agent". 

Conclusion 

Claims 16-17, 19-21, 30-42 are rejected.
